An anonymous pamphlet, belonging to the same class of 
literature as “ The battle of Dorking.” “ It is distinguished, 
however, from most of these imaginary histories by the 
evident earnestness which inspires it. The author believes 
that we are absurdly destitute of any military defence, and 
that our financial and commercial systems expose us to 
frightful disasters in case of a foreign war ; and he under¬ 
takes to arouse his countrymen by pointing out what would 
happen if the conspiracies of Fenian agitators and the 
criminal complicity of American demagogues should in¬ 
volve us in hostilities with Great Britain .”—New York 
Tribune.

The Weekly, without claiming credit for 
any action taken against trade nuisances that 
have formed the subject of its editorials, is 
only too glad to signal any reformatory at¬ 
tempt that comes to its notice. The adver¬ 
tisement of a certain literary journal (and one 
that has no need to resort to “tricks of the 
trade ”) offering its subscribers books at half 
price and the journal free, has disappeared 
from its columns, and the publisher of the 
journal deserves all credit for taking the hint, 
no matter who has given it. We also learn, 
with still greater satisfaction, that the house 
whose magazine, as stated in the Weekly, 
was made the leading bait by the Philadelphia 
butcher, has notified the latter, that unless he 
could arrange to sell at the same prices as the 
dealers, it would decline to sell him subscrip¬ 
tions, in future, at less than $4 a year. And it 
is especially creditable to the same house that, 
in communicating the fact to a complaining 
dealer, it graciously added the encouraging as¬ 
surance : “ Our sympathies are entirely with 
the trade in their efforts to sell books at a rea¬ 
sonable profit, and we have always aimed to 
sustain them in maintaining prices which cer¬ 
tainly are not nowadays exorbitant/' Now 
will this respected and powerful house go a 
step farther and look into certain “agencies” 
that always are ready to counteract such inten¬ 
tions ? And will the publishers of the Cen¬ 
tury , which, we now learn, is also butchered for 
bait, follow the example of its contemporary^? 

r “There are no fixed prices for books,’’ says 
the Philadelphia butcher, and prints a list of 
books at prices fixed to suit his purpose. In 
the same butcher’s sheet some publishers 


advertise their books at their prices, adding 
their signatures—which also suit his purpose. 
“ There is no reason,” says the same gentle 
butcher, “ why books should not be sold as 
handily as other merchandise.” Fortunately or 
unfortunately, there is scarcely any merchan¬ 
dise in the world that can be sold as “hand¬ 
ily” as books advertised at publishers’ prices, 
and—everybody knows it. It is only when the 
publishers' prices of books are mentioned that 
people in the stores begin to eye you with a 
knowing smile. Is it not a significant “ sign of 
the Times" that the retail prices of books sup¬ 
ply the laughing-stock for its fifth-column 
joker ? “ It is,” says he, with his wonted gravity, 
“ as is well known, absolutely necessary that 
the Czar should be crowned. Until that cere¬ 
mony takes place none of the other European 
monarchs can exchange visits with him, and he 
cannot exercise the imperial prerogative of ob¬ 
taining a discount of 40 per cent, on the retail 
price of all books and newspapers purchased 
by him.” 

This, of course, is only a “ joke.” The Czar 
unquestionably has received his free copy of 
Wanamaker’s Book News , and—knows better. 


To the New York News Company we are in¬ 
debted for the following: “ Apropos ‘A News¬ 
dealer’s Protest,’ we hand you a letter show¬ 
ing what booksellers will do in the way of pub¬ 
lishing prices. The papers quoted retail at 6 
cents and cost the dealer 4^4 cents.” 

The letter handed us states : “ Sirs : The en¬ 
closed slip will show the reason that I shall 
probably have to cut my orders for the named 
papers. We have had a man for several months 
who sold them at 5 cents, but now 4 cents will 
do the business.” 

The enclosed slip (clipped from a newspaper) 
reads : “ Having made special arrangements, 
commencing with next week, the Ledger , Week¬ 
ly, Fireside Companion , and Saturday Night will 
be sold at 4 cents at King’s Bookstore.” 

Well, what would the New York News Co. 
have us say ? There is nothing surprising in the 
facts. They cannot change, but rather still more 
confirm, our views concerning the disastrous 
effects of the bazaar or department concerns. It 
is no wonder some booksellers are beginning 
to lose their heads. “Whom the gods wish 
to destroy they first make mad.” That “King,” 
unless his kingdom has a “capital” large 
enough to hold “ bazaar departments,” will have 
a short reign ! 


When our Chicago contemporary modestly 
claims that it alone, with its own pebble, slew 
the Trade Sale Goliath, it is—like one of the New 
York Herald campaign claims—simply amusing.

Nobody is harmed by the clamor ; it is made so 
openly and with such unblushing cheek. But 
when the American Bookseller , not openly in its 
columns, but covertly through special circular, 
sets up the claim that “The A. B. is the only 
representative American journal of the book, 
news, and stationery trades,” then, to say the 
least, this is an unkind cut at our “ Chicago 
friend.” 

To tell the truth, however, such a statement, 
with its intent, is a treacherous wrong to its 
legitimate contemporaries, which, backed by 
no purchasing power, thus far, in fair competi¬ 
tion, have held their own against a journal 
that, on its face, is chiefly conducted in the 
advertising interests of its own concern. It is, 
moreover, an imposition on those who by means 
of intentionally false impressions are drawn 
into its advertising columns. And when one 
reads the additional studied but uncalled-for 
insinuation that the printed edition “ of the ma¬ 
jority of special trade papers,” “ in most cases,” 
“ hardly suffices to supply its advertising pa¬ 
trons,” then indeed it is not for folly only that it 
must be held responsible. Such practice cer¬ 
tainly is most disreputable and unworthy of any 
respectable house. The American News Co. 
should have learned ten years ago, when it 
played a similar card against the Literary News* 
that sometimes even the tactics of monopoly are 
defeated by individual honest work. 

The following editorial paragraph, for which 
we are indebted to the American Stationer —a 
“ special trade paper,” which in its line has been 
as “representative” as the American Bookseller 
—comes quite apropos, after the editorials in 
this issue and after the extracts in our last: 

It is an old story, but is not the less for¬ 
cible that it is retold. A subscriber sends to 
the Stationer an advertisement cut from a 
Western paper, calling attention to its‘points, 
and then says : “ The booksellers here are all 
anxiously waiting for the hog season to com¬ 
mence, to see if some of the large dry-goods 
houses intend to sell spare ribs and liver.” The 
feeling is evoked by a large double-column 
“ad,” twelve inches deep, in which a dry-goods 
house offeres to sell books “ all direct from the 
publishers ,” at less than the regular prices, the 
discount in some instances running from 33 to 
86 per cent. The same firm offers to sell 50,- 
000 volumes of standard books “at 50 per 
cent, less than retail prices.” Our correspond¬ 
ent may well remark that this will “ show what 
the trade is coming to here.” It also shows 
what the publishing trade is coming to when it 
goes into the slaughtering business. By and 
by, if this sort of thing continues, literature will 
be altogether subsidiary to dry goods, boots 
and shoes, and the like, and perhaps to meats 
and groceries. But it is, perhaps, a good thing 
to educate the people in demanding cheap litera¬ 
ture and high-priced books at cost or under. 
Publishers have already expressed their dis¬ 


satisfaction with “library” reprints, but if good 
bindings and better paper and press-work go 
for a song, the “ library” publishers will take 
their turn at being disgusted—but where will 
the book trade be ? 

How is it that the American Stationer has the 
grievances of the book-trade so much at heart 
while the American Bookseller —according to its 
own statement, “ the only representative Amer¬ 
ican journal of the book trade ”—keeps at a 
respectful distance from the subject as if it 
were a dangerous explosive?

To the Book Trade : We would hereby an¬ 
nounce that in future “ M’Clintock & Strong’s 
Cyclopaedia of Biblical, Theological, and Ec¬ 
clesiastical Literature” and “Harper’s Cyclo¬ 
paedia of United States History,” by Benson 
J. Lossing, will be withheld from the trade, 
in order to fully protect the agents connected 
with our subscription-book department in their 
canvass. Harper & Brothers. 

This is a fair and square thing by the agents. 
But who is to protect the bookseller that re¬ 
quires more for his outfit than a satchel and 
a dummy? We have shown above that one 
house has taken the initiative in promising 
some protection to the newsdealer. If this 
one house has the courage to extend the same 
protection to the booksellers, who in the ag¬ 
gregate carry more of its stock than all the 
newsdealers and subscription agents together, 
then we predict that this one example will 
be strong enough to open a new era in the 
book trade. 


THEFT OF STEREOTYPE PLATES. 

Messrs. Lee & Shepard have sustained a 
serious and at this season a nearly irreparable 
loss in the theft from the establishment of their 
printers of the stereotype plates of at least nine 
volumes of their “Autograph Edition” of 
Dickens’s works. The stock of this edition, we 
learn from the Boston Globe , was nearly ex¬ 
hausted, and on Friday they sent ten thousand 
reams of paper to their printers with the instruc¬ 
tion that they should immediately set to work on 
another edition. Judge of the publishers’ sur¬ 
prise when the paper was returned to them, 
their printers refusing to take it because they 
had lost the stereotype plates of at least nine 
volumes of the work. This was the first intima¬ 
tion that Messrs. Lee & Shepard received of 
the loss, and they sought further information 
from W. F. Brown &Co., 218 Franklin Street. 
Mr. Parkhill, when asked for an explanation, 
said that he had missed the plates on Tuesday 
morning, September 12th, but deemed it best 
to confine the secret of the theft between himself 
and Superintendent Adams, hoping that they 
might be recovered before the publishers might 
need them. He was at a loss to account for the 
way the thieves had done their work, and said 
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that in this particular the special officers who 
had been assigned to the case had not progressed 
much farther. There were one hundred boxes of 
plates stolen. Each of the boxes contained forty- 
nine pages and weighed about sixty-five pounds. 
The plates are of but little value to others than 
the publishers. By them they are valued at 
from $4000 to $5000, as they cannot readily be 
replaced. It would take the largest office in the 
city quite a time to set up the type for the vol¬ 
umes that are stolen. The firm were receiving 
large orders for the books from the West, and 
they expected to sell many thousands of them 
during the approaching holiday season. As old 
lead, as valued by junk dealers, to whom, it is 
thought, the thieves will finally dispose of them, 
the plates are not worth more than $200. 
Several of the plates stolen contained the plates 
of the " Appledore Cook Book/’ belonging to 
A. F. Graves, the loss of which could be covered 
by $500.

A NEW CURIOSITY OF LITERATURE. 

From Triibner's Literary Record. 

Among the curiosities of literature which 
have engaged the attention of bibliographers, we 
do not remember that of fictitious bibliography ; 
we think it must be of rare occurrence, and in 
the interest of the bibliophile and the historian ; 
we trust that it is so, as it cannot be sufficiently 
reprobated. The following title appeared in 
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the columns of a contemporary on August 15th, 
1881: “Siddons (J. H.)—The Encyclopaedia 
Shakesperiana. i6mo. Washington. London. 
12s. (3631).” This same title will be found 
transferred to the Annual English Catalogue of 
Books for 1.881, and this is what the author 
writes on being applied to for a copy of it in 
May, 1882 : “I regret to say that the book is 
not yet published. I have twice tried to get a 
publisher in this country and failed, on the 
plea that there are too many glossaries, and that 
Shakespeare is not sufficiently appreciated in 
this country.” We have always found the 
lists of “books published” in the Publishers' 
Weekly (New York) reliable, and we take this 
opportunity of acknowledging our indebtedness 
to Mr. F. Leypoldt’s labors. We think if our 
contemporary was content to use them, instead 
of relying on advertisements, it would be more 
satisfactory to those who consult his pages. 


THE HUGHES PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

Supplementary to the notice of the Hughes 
Public Library, given in the last issue of the 
Weekly, the following facts are of interest to 
the trade, and the publication of them may in¬ 
duce others to follow the noble example set: 

The Rugby settlement was founded on the 
5th of October, 1880, by the Board of Aid to 
Land Ownership (Limited), represented by 
their President, Thomas Hughes. Before his 
return to England, Mr. Hughes visited Boston, 
and during his stay there, at a breakfast given 
by the well-known publishing firm of Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co. in his honor, at which all the 
leading publishing houses of the country were 
represented, Mr. Dana Estes conceived the 
plan of forming a free public library for Rugby, 
“ as a token of respect for Thomas Hughes,” 
which was at once taken up by his brother 
publishers, in Boston, New York, and Phila¬ 
delphia, who contributed as follows:

suggestingat the same time “ to the authorities 
of the town that it (the library) should be named 
the ‘ Hughes Public Library.’ ” 

A meeting of the settlers at Rugby was called, 
at which the gift was gratefully accepted and a 
library committee formed. They soon received 
promises of public documents from Washington 
and from many of the States. When it became 
known in Chicago that such a plan was on foot, 


several gentlemen interested in the public li¬ 
brary there, recollecting Mr. Hughes’ services 
in re-establishing the library at Chicago after 
the fire, made known through Mr. Poole, their 
librarian, that they would, on being furnished 
with the titles of the books already contributed, 
fill up the gaps and form “asymmetrical li¬ 
brary.”

The sonnets 
are attuned to various topics, and the book 
shows much of the quality and promise of the 
born poet.
